Consult with your attending veterinarian on the proper course of treatment, which may include (but not limited to) moving 
her/him to a substrate other than concrete or tile.

RECORDS: DEALERS AND EXHIBITORS. 

Every exhibitor shall make, keep, and maintain records or forms which fully and correctly disclose the following information 
concerning animals other than dogs and cats, purchased or otherwise acquired, owned, held, leased, or otherwise in his or 
her possession or under his or her control, or which is transported, sold, euthanized, or otherwise disposed of by that 
exhibitor. 

The current inventory of tigers does not reconcile with the numbers observed. The written inventory indicates that there are 15 
tigers are being housed at the facility. Sixteen tigers were observed during the inspection, and these do not always 
correspond to the written inventory as follows; 

Facility employees are also unable to correctly identify each tiger. Toshiro, Chiquita, & Princessa were identified as animals 
on site. The records indicate that Toshiro & Chiquita are in travel status, & Princessa went to Mexico. 

Angel, Teniente, & Coronel are listed as being on site. These names were not mentioned during the site visit when asked for 
the names of animals on hand. Zher Khan 2 was identified as being on site, but does not appear in the written inventory. 

An accurate inventory of animals on hand shall be maintained. Personnel shall be able to correctly ID the animals for 
inventory & medical purposes.
